UNICO to help 
Special Ed, 
student’s day 
with the dolphins

Agawam UNICO will hold its Sixth Annual 
“Pancake Breakfast with Santa" at the Polish 
American Club, Feeding Hills, on December 8th from 
8:00-11:30 a.m. 

Rich Morassi, UNICO member and Town 
Councilor, has a strong interest in children, especially 
those with special needs. He introduced us to 
Stephen Mallory and the Mallory family, because 
Stephen will be this year’s recipient of proceeds from 
UNICO’s Annual “Pancake Breakfast with Santa.” The 
Mallorys plan to use the moneyt to swim with dolphins 
at Island Dolphin Care in Key Largo, Florida. Last 
year, Brent Crocker swam at Island Dolphin Care, 
using income he was chosen to receive from 
UNICO's Pancake Breakfast, in addition to donations 
from the James Clark PTO and the Agawam Middle 
School PTO. 

Art Chase was president of UNICO until his 
untimely death this past May. Morassi told us, “Art 
was the heart and soul of the pancake breakfast. For 
several years, a special needs individual has been 
chosen to receive the proceeds from the pancake 
breakfast, but this year, UNICO is introducing the ‘Art 
Chase Award for Great Work,’ which will go to 
Stephen, and then to a different special needs person 
in the ensuing years. 

“After Art died, UNICO voted to carry on the

Pancake Breakfast in his name and to choose a 
deserving special needs student every year as recipi¬ 
ent of the award. I nominated Stephen for this upcom¬ 
ing Pancake Breakfast, and after I told the group 
about his strong spirit, his efforts to work on his short¬ 
comings, and what an inspiration he is to others, 
UNICO voted Stephen to be the first recipient of the 
‘Art Chase Award for Great Work.’" 

Morassi has known Stephen since kindergarten 
because it was Linda Morassi (Rich's wife) who taught 
his class. Due to a birth defect of his left arm, Morassi 
often exercised in the Junior High swimming pool, and 
he would often work with Stephen there. 

Morassi has witnessed Stephen not only striving 
tremendously to improve his skills, but also achieving 
amazing success. 

Stephen’s mother, Elsie Mallory, works at Robinson 
Park School as a special needs aid. She told us that 
Stephen has come a long way in his overall skills. 
Stephen greeted The AAN at the door with a big smile 
and a bright, intelligent eyes and led us to the family 
dining room. 

Doctors told Mrs. Mallory that Stephen was born 
without a corpus callosum (a bundle of nerves which 
normally connects the two hemispheres of the brain). 
They told Mrs. Mallory that her son would never walk 
or talk. 

But due to family love, support, and Stephen's own 
motivation, the doctors’ predictions did not come true. 

Although Stephen suffers from some balance 
issues, cerebral palsy, and some other limitations, he 
has dramatically improved his communication skills, 
starting out with sign language and graduating to pic¬ 
ture cards. He does walk and talk, and he can walk 
short distances without a walker. 

Mrs. Mallory told us, “Stephen loves to swim. My 
mother has a pool and he swims like a whale, staying 
under for long stretches. He has always been around 
water, and through the Shriners, he is enrolled in a 
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swim program at the YMCA in Springfield. We belong 
to Abilities Unlimited in Westfield, which offers differ¬ 
ent programs, such as Kamp for Kids located at 
Western Mass. Hospital. He has also done horse ther¬ 
apy at Jericho in Holyoke.” 

According to Mrs. Mallory, Stephen is at present 
placed in Ludlow through the Pioneer Valley 
Collaborative. This is an out-of-district placement, but 
Stephen is still technically considered an Agawam stu¬ 
dent. 

Stephen and Brent Crocker were in the same class 
for four years. “We’re really up for a visit with the dol¬ 
phins because Brent had such a wonerful experi¬ 
ence,” Mrs. Mallory told us. “Maybe the dolphins will 
think that Stephen is one of them when they see how 
much he loves to swim.” 

Last year, when planning the trip for Brent, there 
was great cooperation from Agawam Middle School 
Principal Ralph Zavarella and from Brent’s teacher, 
Betty Murphy. Brent’s entire class became excited as 
the majority of his classmates volunteered as Santa’s 
Elves at UNICO’s Pancake Breakfast, many of them 
donning red or green clothing or accessories. 

“We are really hoping that people will volunteer to 
help this year at the Pancake Breakfast. We’d love to 
see Brent there, and maybe some of his former class¬ 
mates. We are planning to visit Stephen’s classroom 
in Ludlow, which is an out-of-district placement, 
although he is technically an Agawam student. Maybe 
Stephen’s new teacher and classmates will want to 
become involved in this second dolphin quest,” 
Morassi said. 

Last year, Mrs. Murphy expanded on the 
Crocker/dolphin adventure by integrating facts about 
the ocean and dolphins into science, math, English, 
and social studies components of the class curricu¬ 
lum. “We are hoping that this can happen in Stephen's 
current placement,” Morassi added. 

A book by Mary M. Cerullo entitled Dolphins: What 
They Can Teach Us (Dutton Children’s 
Books/Penguin Putnam) explores the unique way dol- 
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phins interact with humans as therapists In programs 
in the United States, Israel, and England, dolphins aid 
in the treatment of people - both adults and children - 
who are coping with physical and mental disabilities, 
recovering from surgery or cancer treatment, or fight¬ 
ing to overcome depression. 

Cerullo writes, “The dolphins show infinite patience 
and unconditional love.” 

Those who accompanied Brent Crocker to Island 
Dolphin Care, Inc. last year were able to share with 
Brent the unforgettable experiences of his being sur¬ 
rounded in the water with the grinning, affectionate 
creatures. When Brent had a seizure, two of the dol¬ 
phins supported him so he would not go under the 
surface. 

Island Dolphin Care, Inc. was started by Ms. Deena 
Hoagland, whose own son, at the age of three, had 
had three heart surgeries and a stroke. An MRI (mag¬ 
netic resonance imaging) scan showed that one hemi¬ 
sphere of the child’s brain was dark, apparently 
destroyed by the stroke, causing paralysis on one 
side of his body and even partial blindness in one eye. 

The boy’s parents took him to Dolphins Plus in Key 
Largo, Florida, searching for a place he could swim 
safely near their new home. Within seconds, there 
were dolphins everywhere. 

Island Dolphin Care, launched by Deena and Peter 
Hoagland in 1997, in partnership with Dolphins Plus, 
began taking other desperately ill children into the 
wate for therapy with Fonzie and Squirt and the rest of 
the pod. A cure is not promised, but every child has a 
chance to experience fun and laughter, which some¬ 
times bring on changes on their own. 

The dolphins can help bring out relaxation, and 
they offer unconditional affection. Everyone can use a 
little bit of that. 

Everyone is invited to the Pancake Breakfast with 
Santa, to help Stephen Mallory swim with the dol¬ 
phins.

WALTER J. O’CONNOR 

Walter Joseph O'Connor, 95, of Agawam, died 
recently at Heritage Hall Nursing Home. Born in

(O’Sullivan) O’Connor. He was the last of six brothers 
who were known as the Flying O'Connors. 

He took his first airplane flight in 1925. In 1926-27, 
he started his career in aviation by repairing and over¬ 
hauling the OX5 Hisso aircraft engines. In 1927, he 
was issued one of the first A & E licenses to work on 
aircraft engines at the Pratt & Whitney factory. He then 
went to work for the Wright Service School, the 
Curtiss Engine in Buffalo, NY, the Curtiss Flying 
Service in Boston, MA, Colonial Airlines in Newark, NJ 
and Boston, Ford Trimotors and Ludington Line in 
Washington, D.C., and Stinson Trimotors. He was in 
charge of airport, hangar, service, and experimental at 
Lycoming Motors in Williamsport, PA. 

In 1933, he moved to Ludington and Eastern in 
Washington, D.C., Boston and Maine Airways in 
Portland, ME, and Boston (later to become Northeast 
Airlines) and New York Airways in Atlantic City, NJ. In 
1935, he set up shop at Westfield Airport. 

In 1939, he established Oakies Airmotive 
Company at Springfield Airport. In 1941, he started 
the Agawam-Springfield Seaplane Base on the 
Connecticut River at 395 River Road. He later pur¬ 
chased land at 1000 River Road for the Agawam- 
Springfield Seaplane Harbor and Heliport. 

He was the owner of Northeast Airmotive 
Corporation, where he operated seaplanes along with 
a machine and tool shop. He handled passenger 
flights, flight training, rentals, and charter work. He 
was a member of Quiet Birdmen OX5 Aviation 
Organization, Western Mass. Aviation Organization, 
Seaplane Pilots Association, the AOPA (Aircraft 
Owners and Pilots Association), and the Mawaga 
Sporting Club of Agawam. 

He was predeceased by his wife, the former Mary 
Reynolds, in 1994. He leaves two daughters, Irene 
Geoffrion Adams and her husband, George, of St. 
Louis. MO, and Joan Martel and her husband, 
William, of Agawam; 10 grandchildren; 22 great¬ 
grandchildren; and two great-great-grandchildren, 
including the only local grandson, Jim Martel, who had 
been a big help to him over the years.

Maybe it’s time to demand 
an accounting of town money 

To the Editor: 

I’ve been wondering how many of you are as curi¬ 
ous about how much money is tucked away in various 
accounts that is not included in the budget. For too 
many years, we have been forced to pay increased 
taxes because there is a need for additional revenue. 

This year is no different, especially after being 
promised we would not have a tax increase. Well, so 
much for election year promises. Every so often, 
money is found that our mayors claim they knew noth¬ 
ing about, even though it is their duty to know where 
all the money is. Forget that they always find this 
unknown money at the most convenient times. Is it 
really just coincidence? 

I have no real objection when the found money is 
quietly used for improving the community or for mak¬ 
ing necessary purchases. A case in point is the new 
storage building that was constructed at the High 
School without permits or our knowledge. At least that 
building serves a necessary and legitimate purpose 
even though it was built illegally and without even the 
council’s knowledge. 

However, we all should object when large sums of 
found or leftover monies are used for frivolous or 
unnecessary expenditures while, at the same time, 
our taxes are being raised. I refer to the $80,000.00 
so-called planter behind the Town Hall. To spend such 
a huge amount on something few people can see and 
fewer people will use. is the epitome of tax dollar 
waste and extremely arrogant of the administration. 
Granted, it was left over money, but it still was tax dol¬ 
lars that belonged to the taxpayers. If the administra¬ 
tion wanted to spend that money for a monument, he 
could have given some for the proposed Veterans’ 
Wall on the Veterans’ Green. 

Only a small portion of the planter's money would 
have been needed to reach the total amount for the 
veterans’ project. A truly pro-veteran politician would 
have thought of that and done that. At least the 
Veterans’ Wall will contain the names of all those 
Agawam residents who served in the armed forces. It 
would also be located in a central spot where friends 
and relatives of those service people listed can see it. 
But then, I guess we're destined to continue improv¬ 
ing our community by building things like skateboard 
parks and hidden planters and little else. 

I know, as well as you do, that most people don’t 
care or take time to learn what their government is 
doing. But, is it because they could care less or 
because they simply don’t know where to look? I hope 
it is the latter, in which case they can be shown, and 
once shown, begin to care. Everyone should care 
enough to wonder and seek answers from their local 
officials. Remember that some of our local officials, 
elected and appointed, rely on the people they serve 
not to know or care what they spend and how they 
spend, especially the young and the elderly. These 
officials forget that the money belongs to all of us, and 
not to those officials who choose to waste it or pre¬ 
tend they are doing something good for us with our 
money. 

I say all these things in hopes of making a point. 
The point being is how much more money is hidden

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Melconian announces 
$560,000 grant for 
first-time homebuyers 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the 
Department of Housing and Community Development 
(DHCD) and the Massachusetts Housing Partnership 
(MHP) have awarded $560,000 to the Hampden 
Hampshire Housing Partnership (HAP) to administer 
a Soft Second Loan Program, designed to help low- 
and moderate-income families in Western 
Massachusetts purchase their first home. 

The collaboration of these agencies, along with 
participating private lenders, makes purchasing a 
home easier by combining a conventional first mort¬ 
gage with a subsidized second mortgage. 

“Affordable housing is the key to revitalizing our 
urban communities,” said Melconian. “Owning a 
home is the American dream, and this program helps 
to make it possible. These loans create opportunities 
for low- and moderate-income families who previous¬ 
ly thought home ownership was unattainable." 

The Soft Second Loan Program was established 
by DHCD, MHP, and the Massachusetts Bankers’ 
Association, in cooperation with major private 
lenders, Fannie Mae, and a coalition of community 
groups. The loans help first-time buyers by dividing 
their mortgage into two amounts. 

Homebuyers must be able to pay for at least 75 
percent of a mortgage on a home, and make a five- 
percent down payment on the house. Through the 
Soft Second Loan Program, the state subsidizes the 
remaining 20 percent in a second mortgage for 10 
years, paying off a large portion of the accumulated 
interest. 

The program is open to first-time homebuyers who 
meet income eligibility guidelines. Depending on loca¬ 
tion, buyers can purchase condominiums and single¬ 
family homes from $150,000 to $180,000; two-family 
properties from $180,000 to $225,000; and three-fam¬ 
ily properties that cost up to $270,000. 

To date, more than 6,200 first-time homebuyers 
have been helped by this program. 

“This is a great opportunity for the residents of 
Western Massachusetts to join other first-time buyers 
who are currently benefiting through their participation 
in this innovative program,” said Melconian.

The handicapped person may require extra time to 
escape, call for help, or even be alerted to a fire or 
other emergency.

Fire Department at 786-2662 to request a represen¬ 
tative to help identify their special fire safety needs 
and to assist them. A specially tailored plan must be 
developed.

When do you 
sell your investments? 

(Part 1 of 3) 

As the stock market continues to fluctuate, you 
may be taking a closer look at your investment port¬ 
folio. If you’ve noticed certain stocks or mutual funds 
that haven’t performed as well as you’d anticipated, 
you may be wondering if it’s time to sell. Should you 
keep an underperformer and wait for it to change in 
value, or sell it to free up money for other invest¬ 
ments? 

Even if the investment market declines, stocks and 
mutual funds can still play a vital role in a diversified 
investment strategy, so it’s important to carefully eval¬ 
uate your assets before deciding to sell. Below are 
some tips that may help guide you in the decision¬ 
making process. 

KNOWING WHEN TO SAY GOODBYE 

When it comes to stocks, “buy and hold” has long 
been held as a wise investment strategy, because the 
potential for stocks to appreciate increases the longer 
they are held. Although such a strategy may still be 
right for you, there are times when you may want to 
consider selling: 

* Your stock is down. 

Deciding whether a price drop is a signal to sell or 
an opportunity to buy is one of the hardest investing 
decisions to make. Your choice should depend on 
why the price fell. 

For example, if the stock price dropped as a result 
of circumstances beyond the company’s control (such 
as a general market downturn), you may want to hold 
the stock - or perhaps even buy more. Conversely, if 
the stock’s price drops because of negative company 
news (such as an earnings report that doesn't meet 
estimates), you may want to sell. 

* Your stock’s price rises as much as you’d 
anticipated. 

Consider taking emotion out of your decision by 
setting a “sell target.”

* You’ve reached your downward limit. 

Just as you might set a sell target for rising prices, you may also want to set a 
downward limit on how much loss you’re willing to take. For example, under 
such a strategy, you might sell if the stock’s price falls 10 to 15 percent from 
your original purchase price.

Some advice for the airlines... 

Recently, I took a very long trip on a plane. I forgot 
what a truly uncomfortable experience that is. I was 
sitting in seats that were designed for who knows 
what, no person that I am aware of. 

First of all, no leg room at all. I have short legs and 
I could barely fit; how do really tall people do it? Then 
the headrest protrudes right at the top of my head, so 
my head and neck are bent forward the whole trip. 
Highly uncomfortable. 

On top of that, the airlines want you to sit in your 
seat the whole time with your seatbelt fastened. This 
is true torture. If you’re lucky, your seat back may tip 
back. Unfortunately my companion’s didn’t, but the 
person’s in front of her did! 

Bodies are not meant to be immobile, they need to 
move. Decompression occurs, fluids pool, and mus¬ 
cles tighten, which result in pain and stiffness. 
Oftentimes, it takes several days or weeks to restore 
the mobility and flexibility. 

I think there are some things the airlines could do 
to improve this situation.

They would 
be saving a lot of money and wouldn’t be wasting so 
much food (if that’s what you choose to call it). 

It’s time when we take a vacation we come back 
rested, not fatigued and exhausted! Let’s fight for our 
rights. I will submit these suggestions to the airline 
industry. I’m sure they will find them to be truly invalu¬ 
able.

Tips for a better night’s sleep... 

Question: “I have been seeing my chiropractor for 
a pinched nerve in my lower cervical neck, that radi¬ 
ates pain to my shoulder and left arm. He suggested 
that I sleep on my back, preferably with some traction 
under my neck if I can. Sometimes I use tennis balls 
under my neck or a rolled towel; however, I find I can 
do this for a while, but I begin to feel a pinch between 
my shoulder blade and neck. I'm usually a side sleep¬ 
er, but I’m willing to try just about anything. Thank you 
for your help." 

Answer: Positions while “sleeping” are difficult to 


control. You have a lifetime, automatic habit going on. 

I would suggest talking to your chiropractor about a 
home traction device that you can use periodically at 
home during non-sleep times. 

Most people do sleep on their sides. A pillow 
between the knees will help to alleviate twisting of the 
pelvis (which can add to tension in the neck). Also, a 
comfortable cervical pillow can be helpful even when 
sleeping on your side. 

I would recommend trying to avoid curving the neck 
downward (chin up instead of down), and using a pil¬ 
low to fill in the gap between your neck and shoulder 
just enough so the head is not angled up or down. 
One of the buckwheat hull pillows or other organic pil¬ 
lows is another effective sleeping support. 

A teaspoon of calcium powder in about a 1/4 glass 
will help your muscles rest to a better degree, giving 
you a much more restful night. Happy sleeping!

You should just bake the stuffing in the oven. You 
can get more creative with stuffing, but in the raw 
body cavity of a turkey, you risk getting your family 
sick. 

Yes, “Grandma" did it for years and people got sick; 
we are more aware of things these days. You also had 
to get up at 3:00 a.m. to put the bird in the oven to 
have it on the table for 3:00 or 4:00 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon. 

The turkey comes out better when you roast with¬ 
out stuffing. You do not cook as long, so the bird is 
juicier. 

That said, the traditional stuffing of bread, butter, 
onions, and celery (with a few spices thrown in) is 
okay. However, you can add lots of flavor and have 
some fun with stuffing if you experiment. 

Here’s a suggestion for stuffing - use nuts, cooked 
sausage, cornbread (crumbled and added), bacon, 
oysters (cooked), or anything else you want to try. Oh, 
before I forget ... NEVER ADD WATER TO ROAST A 
TURKEY! You will get all the juice you need for gravy 
from the bird. 

Always roast on a shallow rack. Try roasting the 


bird breast side down fora better white meat. 

Here is how to carve a bird. First, allow the turkey 
to rest a bit. Then, at the josints, slice off the wings and 
discard the tip section (unless you want to gnaw on 
some fat and bone). 

Remove the drumstick and then the thighs. Slice 
your vertical cuts into the breast, and then horizontal¬ 
ly into slices. Flip the bird and slice out some of the 
dark meat. The gravy goes on the side, not poured 
over the meat. 

For better mashed potatoes, make them with a 
masher and then run your mixer through them. I use 
canned evaporated milk fo r a very rich mashed pota¬ 
to. Add just a pinch of parsley and lots of butter in the 
potato, and it will be just like the way the old Kimball 
Towers used to serve them. 

Here's how to make your own cranberry sauce: I 
use one package of whole berries, 1 C water, 1/2 C 
sugar, and a pinch of salt. Boil for about 15 minutes 
and you have sauce.! I also like to add a TB of orange 
zest. 

Have a great Thanksgiving and remember ... it is 
not the food or drink that’s most important, but the 
company you keep!

The note was in my box. “I have to see you right 
away. Important! My life is a mess!” Needless to say, 

I immediately went to my trusty computer, accessed 
the kid’s schedule, and sent a pass for her. 

Sheila came into my office, took a chair, and moved 
it right up to my desk. With her elbows on my desk, 
and her head leaning forward as if to emphasize the 
urgency of her visit, she proceeded to tell me her 
story.

Brownies take out Nas hob a in soccer semi-finals... 

Final-second tears for AHS girls in 
1 -® state title loss to Winchester 


There was a general uneasy feeling on both sides 
of the aisle at Monday night’s (November 18th) 
Division I girls' state soccer championship between 
two-time Western Mass, champs Agawam High and 
nationally-ranked Eastern Mass, champs Winchester. 

After a scoreless first half on Worcester State 
College’s rock-hard, all-weather field (where the ball 
bounced like a Super Ball and traveled over the syn¬ 
thetic turf with great speed), the murmur through the 
large crowd pointed to this scintillating match being 
decided by a bad bounce or a fluke play. 

It was. 

With overtime looming, Winchester - pressing the 
attack in the Agawam zone for eight minutes - scored 
with 3:18 left to stop the Brownies in a heartbreaker, 
1-nil. This was Agawam’s first appearance in a state 
final since 1987. 

The goal came from the left side about 25 yards 


out. The Winchester attacker fired the ball through the 
middle, past a Brownie defender, and it skidded with 
gusto - taking a whacky bounce into the right corner 
over the outstretched hand of junior All-Scholastic 
goalie Meg Gloster. 

The ball appeared like it might skid wide, but its 
speed and haphazard bounce never allowed Gloster 
a real chance. The Brownies permitted just three 
goals over its five-game tournament run. Two of them 
came on penalty kicks. Gloster was simply fantastic. 

The final three minutes saw the Brownies frantical¬ 
ly attempting to gain the equalizer but to no avail. 
Winchester was happy to launch the ball deep upfield 
as the Brownies scrambled to dump the ball into the 
Sachems’ zone and flood it with attackers. 

For the 14-5-4 Brownies, the loss in the state 
championship game was one of great sorrow. The 20- 
0-3 Sachems were indeed a fine team, but they cer¬ 


tainly were no better than Cathedral (Western Mass, 
final) nor 17-2-1 Nashoba Regional, the team AHS 
vanquished in sudden-death overtime in the state 
semi-final last Thursday night (November 14th) in 
dark Dudley. 

The state title game was fairly evenly matched, and 
no one on the Agawam side - the coaches, the play¬ 
ers, or the disappointed fans - believed afterwards 
that the Brownies could not have taken the whole 
enchalada. 

The Brownie starters went from the opening whis¬ 
tle to the finish on this cold November night. They 
were operating for the second straight game without 
the services of senior co-captain Danielle Cirillo, one 
of the best sweepers in these parts. Cirillo went down 
with mono the day before the state semi-final.

Babbin & top-seeded Brownie gymnasts 
to g© for WMass. gold on Friday night 


For Agawam High senior Andrea Babbin, the two- 
time reigning Western Mass, all-around champion, 
Friday night’s (November 22nd) Western Mass, gym¬ 
nastics championship at Chicopee Comp High School 
has been in the works since last November. 

You see, it was a year ago when the undefeated, 
18-0 Brownies - winners of 38 straight meets and the 
defending Western Mass, champs - were upset by 
Westfield High by tenths of a point. Westfield is seed¬ 
ed third this time around. The Brownies defeated them 
twice during the regular season. 

Although Babbin repeated as the all-around champ 
in 2001, she would have traded it for the team cham¬ 
pionship that was lost to the Bombers. And she, like 
the rest of the returning gymnasts on the squad, view 
this year’s championship meet as redemption for that 
upset. 

On Friday evening, the 17-1 Brownies (the top- 
seeded team in the field) will face stiff opposition from 
second-seeded Pittsfield, also 17-1. The Generals are 
responsible for putting a screeching halt to Agawam’s 
school-record 51 straight victories a few weeks back 
(the Brownies were 13-0 at the time). 

That loss up in Pittsfield was avenged by the 
Brownies last Friday night, November 15th, when 
Pittsfield appeared at Cliff Kibbe Gymnasium for the 
final regular-season meet. Babbin’s chief rival for the 
all-around title, Pittsfield’s Katie Flynn, was able to 
garner 36.2 points in the four disciplines, compared to 
Babbin's 35.9 (season high for her). 

Flynn was returning the favor, as Babbin had 
defeated the Generals’ top gun in Pittsfield, although 
the Generals did win the meet. 

Babbin (the team’s only senior) is the first gymnast 
to ever win two straight all-around titles for the 
Brownies.

This forced Coach Laura Wray-Ramos to remove 
freshman Kara Powell from the center-midfield and 
utilize her skills and speed in Cirillo’s spot against 
Nashoba. Wray-Ramos positioned Powell into the 
midfield for the entire Western Mass, tournament with 
great results. 

While Powell performed like a polished, seasoned 
veteran in both the state semi’s and in the finals, 
Cirillo’s absence cannot be discounted. With her great 
speed and savvy in the lineup, along with Powell’s 
midfield creativity, the Brownies are a stronger, better 
balanced side. Simply, Cirillo was greatly missed. 

In the end, it was Winchester’s depth that proved to 
be Agawam’s ruin. 

The scoreless first half saw each team go back and 
forth into the other’s zone. Winchester appeared to be 
having better results on the synthetic turf than the 
Brownies, who (at times) struggled with the speed and 
cock-eyed bounces taken by the bounding balls. 

All-State striker Amanda Janik - who tallied a goal 
and an assist in the state semi-final - had a good 
opportunity with less than eight minutes gone.

With just over 11 minutes remaining, Winchester 
took the command chair and pressed the action. It 
was obvious the Brownies were tired. 

With Powell spearheading the defense, senior co¬ 
captain Meaghan Brown at right fullback, junior Laura 
Pedersen at left fullback, sophomore stopper Lauren 
Peltier, and Sardella (forced deep from the center- 
midfield into the back), the Brownies scrambled in 
front of Gloster to thwart the attack.

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The shocking end and wide celebration that fol¬ 
lowed at Shephard Hill Regional High School in 
Dudley came with 5:54 left in the second sudden- 
death overtime. Sophomore midfielder Elise Davilli - 
looking like she used a springboard - leaped high over 
the Chieftains’ defenders as Amanda Janik’s wonder¬ 
ful corner kick soared across the night sky and into the 
middle of the box.

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Agawam High football gets lanced at Longmeadow 


The Longmeadow High Lancers have a recent his¬ 
tory with the Agawam High football Brownies. Over 
the past few years, the Lancers have consistently 
reigned victorious over Agawam. Since Longmeadow 
Head Coach Alex Rotsko took over the program 10 
years ago, his team has posted a record of 70-27. 
Longmeadow has been to the Super Bowl in five 
straight seasons and is the only team in Western 
Mass, to ever win three consecutively. 

Going back four years ago to 1998, the Lancers 
have beaten the Brownies by some very large mar¬ 
gins. They have averaged 43 points a game versus 
Agawam and have remained unbeaten in the last four 
outings with them. 

This season, Longmeadow boasts a record of 8-1, 
averages 36 points a game, and are the second 
ranked team in the AA conference. Their only loss was 
to 8-1 Minnechaug, who manhandled the Lancers in a 
35-20 home game victory. 

Now it’s Friday, November 15th; the Brownies are 
on the road again, and they would do all that they 
could do to stop the explosive Lancer offense in a 21- 
0 drubbing. 

The loss for Agawam put the team at .500 with a 
record of 5-5, and they are now headed for the 
Thanksgiving Day match-up against their bitter rival, 
West Side. The Brownies will travel to West Side on 
November 28th for the 10:00 a.m. kickoff 

Longmeadow’s opening kickoff was received by 
senior Joe Clark for a short return to the 21 yard line. 
On Agawam’s second play from scrimmage, senior 
running back Mike Piccin picked up a few yards on the 
carry, but a flag was thrown. The Brownies were 
penalized on a holding call and lost five yards on the 
play. Joe Clark (7-13/63 yards passing/2 intercep¬ 
tions), All-Scholastic a year ago, threw on second 
down and 13 only to have the pass fall incomplete. 
Clark threw his second incompletion in a row as 
another yellow flag went flying. This time, it was the 
Lancers who were called on the penalty. The person¬ 
al foul on Longmeadow gave Agawam the first down 
on its own 34 yard line. 

The Brownies tried to muscle the ball up the middle 
but hit a brick wall and were faced with another third 
down situation. Clark dropped back after the next 
snap, rolled out to the right, and connected with soph¬ 
omore wide receiver Andrew Wakelee for five yards 
and a first down. (Wakelee had two receptions for 25 
yards and rushed for an additional 10.) 

Agawam continued to slowly move the chains with 
short but effective running by senior back Ryan 
Lottermoser. Lottermoser (4 carries/12 yards) had a 
hard time putting up any numbers against the 
Longmeadow defense, but helped to reach the mark¬ 
er on minimal gains. 

Clark, on the other hand, had some success on the 
ground. Clark (56 rushing yards) showed off some 
good moves as he stiff-armed his way for the first

down again and again. (Despite the shutout loss, 
Agawam was able to amass 15 first downs on the 
night.) 

A 10-yard bullet from Clark to Wakelee put Agawam 
within striking distance for the first time in the game. 
Their first and goal opportunity, however, quickly 
became a fourth and goal disaster. Agawam, three 
yards out of the end zone, took a time out to think it 
over. 

On their first possession of the game, the Brownies 
had marched down the field and killed all but 2:32 of 
the first quarter. Now they faced a tough decision: 
either kick the field goal and put some points on the 
board, or take a chance and go for it on fourth and 
three. They opted to go for it. 

Clark took the snap and stepped back. Feeling the 
pressure of the Lancers’ D-line, he scrambled out of 
the pocket to the left and lofted a pass into the end 
zone. The pass was caught, but not by an Agawam 
receiver as the Longmeadow defense came away 
with its first interception of the night. 

The Lancers finally had the ball with less than two 
minutes remaining in the first quarter. 

Longmeadow running back Jameson Humphries 
(11 carries/92 yards/1 TD) carried for consecutive 
gains and the first down. On a first and 10 at about 
midfield, All-Scholastic Brownie linebacker Mike 
Locke broke through the line and attacked the ball¬ 
carrier for his second tackle of the drive. (Locke per¬ 
formed up to his usual standards with seven tackles.) 
Time ran out and the first quarter was over. 

When Agawam came back out onto the field, it 
looked determined to stop the Lancers’ offensive pro¬ 
gression but was again unable to defend the potent 
running game. The Brownies allowed Longmeadow to 
reach the red zone on a first and goal position. 

AHS caught a much needed break as 
Longmeadow fumbled the ball on the three yard line. 
Bobby Jensen made a heads-up play to recover the 
loose ball for Agawam. 

The next set of plays for Agawam was sloppily exe¬ 
cuted, forcing a punt after a quick three and out. 

Agawam displayed excellent defensive pressure on 
the Lancers as sophomore center/nose tackle Alex 
Ellsworth put the hurt on QB Matt Russo, sacking him 
for a loss of 10 yards. But to no avail, Longmeadow 


held strong and continued to move the ball downfield. 

Lancer halfback Brett Holm (3 rec/63 yards receiv¬ 
ing/38 yards rushing/1 TD) had a huge night as he 
caught his second pass for 22 yards. This set 
Longmeadow up on the eight yard line, and on the 
very next play Humphries ran it in for six. The PAT was 
good, giving the Lancers a 7-0 lead with 5:12 on the 
clock. 

The Brownies’ next possession proved to be just as 
unsuccessful as their last. Clark found himself brush¬ 
ing dirt off his uniform more than once as the defense 
punished him with four sacks on the drive. AHS let the 
final seconds of the first half tick away, and both 
teams left the field for halftime. 

Agawam kicked off to begin the third quarter. The 
kick was short and gave Longmeadow great field 
position on its own 37 yard line. The Lancers consis¬ 
tently ran the ball through and around defenders, pick¬ 
ing up serious yardage and four first downs. (Agawam 
allowed 18 of them.) 

The combination of Humphries and Holm led 
Longmeadow quickly into Agawam territory and yet 
another first and goal situation. Russo (5-9/88 yards 
passing/1 TD) abandoned the run on the next snap 
and gunned the ball to wide receiver Dan Whipple for 
a 10 yard touchdown. 

The Brownies’ woes continued when a nice kick 
return by Clark was overshadowed by a fumble three 
plays later. The Lancers recovered the ball on 
Agawam's 36 yard line and were once again in an 
excellent spot to score. 

Jensen wasn't going to make it easy for 
Longmeadow as he dropped back into the secondary 
to swat away a would-be touchdown pass by Russo. 
Agawam's lion-hearted efforts would be in vain, how¬ 
ever, as Holm shuffled past a group of defenders and 
fell into the end zone for six. The extra point made it a 
three score game. 

Down 21-0, Agawam returned the kick to its own 30 
yard line. With little time remaining in the third, the 
Brownies needed some magic. Wakelee pulled down 
a lob pass up the middle from Clark, good for 14 
yards. Piccin (8 carries/35 yards/1 rec/7 yards) spun 
his way to a hold for a nice six yard pick-up. The
